Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 31-49 are allowed as evident by applicant's amendment and arguments. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest that an interrogator which reads a first information and a 
digital signature printed on the surface of a certificate which comprises an electronic tag by a 
character reading part of the information stored interrogator, receives a second the interrogator, 
in the electronic tag by an antenna part of calculates a third information from the first 
information and the digital signature using RSA public key encryption, and certifies the 
certificate by comparing the second information with the third information.
